b.  I  FFORCEV  and  GVN  tactical  operations  during  the  reporting 
period  resulted  in  the  following  enemy  losses  within  the  II  Corp  Tacti¬

(3)  The  equipment  for  the  4th  Engr  Bn  moved  through  Qui 
Nhon  Port  and  then  on  to  Pleifcu  City  on  27  July.  On  28  July,  the  main 
body  of  610  personnel  also  moved  through  Qui  Nhon, Port  and  to  their  base 
camp  area  "Dragon  Mountain”  vie  AR805350. 


d.  The  52d  Artillery  Group  arrived  in-country  on  17  June  with 
the  3d  Battalion,  6th  Artillery,  the  first  105mm  self  propelled  artillery 
unit  to  arrive  in  the  H  CTZ.

a*  General!  There  was  no  major  or  significant  change  in 
intelligence  production  aotivities  or  techniques  during  this  quarter. 
However,  the  location  and  disposition  of  Communist  Main  (Mobile)  Poroe 
elements  in  the  highlands  and  plateau  area  of  the  II  CTZ  became  increas 
ingly  difficult  to  determine  during  the  latter  half  of  the  quarter  as  , 
the  eneny  forces  in  the  area  declined  opportunities  to  engage  or  to 
maintain  contact  with  friendly  forces  committed  in  the  area. 


b.  Significant  Sources,  Agencies,  and  Techniques!  1

Documents  captured  by  the  1st  Brigc.de,  101st  Air-  v  s* 

borne  Division,  during  Operation  Austin  VI  provided  excellent  details' 

on  the  Viet  Cong  structure  in  the  VI  Military  Region  (n  and  III  Corps  ! 

boundary  region;,  the  rationale  and  objectives  of  VC  actions  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1966  in  Lam  Dong,  and  Quang  Due  Provinces,  and  the  j 

details  cf  intelligence  and  logistical  preparations  required  by  the  VC  ji 

prior  to  a  major  operation.  Captives  taken  during  Operation  Hawthorne,  j 

again  ty  the  lBt  Bde,  101st  Abn  Div,  confirmed  the  existence  and  pre-  | 
senoe  of  a  new  regimental  else  formation  in  Kontum  Province,  the  24th  1 

NVA. Regiment,  constituted  from  the  newly  infiltrated  42d  NVA  Regiment. 

Captives  and  dooumaitB  taken  during  Operation  Nathan  Kale  by  elements 
of  the  1st  Bde,  10 let  Abn  Div  and  the  1st  Cav  Div  (AM)  confirmed  the 
movement  of  the  newly  organized  18th  Regiment,  325th  NVA  Division 
(designated  the  Hung  Deo  Regt  by  the  VC  and  ae  the  18B  Regt  by  US 
intelligence)  into  Phu  Yen  Province.  Other  dooumente  centime  to 
reveal  more  details  on  the  activities  and  etruotdre  of  the  VC  local 
foroes  end  provincial  organisation  and  the  relationships  cf  this 
■txuoture  to  the  mein  or  mobile  foroes  under  VC  regional  control. 

Despite  the  wealth  of  useful  information  provided  by  these  sources, 
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tinely  and  accurate  exploitation  continued  to  be  handicapped  by  the  in- 
ad equate  numbers  of  US  personnel  proficient  in  the  Vietnamese  language. 
Exploitation  of  these  sources  at  the  local  level  wa3  dependent  almost 
entirely  on  attached  Vietnamese  Amy  personnel.

(3)  Aerial  surveillance  and  reconnaissance  was  further 
handicapped  during  the  period  in  the  highlands  and  plateau  area  by 
adverse  weather.  The  uncertainties  of  weather  and  lack  of  directly 
responsive  acquisition  resources  precluded  the  use  of  repetitive  cover 
necessary  for  comparative  analysis.  However,  aerial  photography  continued 
to  be  used  extensively  for  detailed  studies  of  particular  areas  of  in¬ 
terest.  Infrared  imagery  (Red  Haze)  pro-. -led  some  indications  of  the 
possible  presence  of  enemy  in  areas  not  known  to  be  occupied  by  friend¬ 
ly  troops  or  local  civilians.  However,  again  the  absence  of  repetitive 
cover  precluded  further  analysis  of  infrared  imagery  r<  ad-outs .  Side 
looking  airborne  radar  (SLAR)  remained  of  no  value  to  the  I  FFORCEV 
intelligence  collection  effort.  Visual  aerial  reconnaissance  waa 
iicndicapped  by  weather  and  insufficient  aircraft  available  to  meet  all 
iv  ■  irements.  Some  relief  in  aircraft  availability  was  achieved  during 
the  latter  part  of  July  with  the  arrival  in-country  of  an  additional  01 
aircraft  aviation  company,  the  163d  A vn  Co  (01)  with  further  improve¬ 
ment  expected. 


I  (4)  Acquisition  of  oounterintelliger,  re  information  was 

'  accomplished  essentially  as.  in  the  previous  quarter.  The  bulk  of  counter¬ 
intelligence  information  continued  to  be  received  from  other  05  and 
Vietnamese  agencies,  even  though  some  progress  was  made  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  and  recruitment  of  original  sources.  The  lack  of  a  clear  cut 
distinction  between  counterintelligence  information  and  other  intelli¬ 
gence  information  in  the  broad  sense  in  or.  insurgency  environment  be¬ 
came  more  obvious  as  effort-  were  made  to  categorize  various  types  of 
VC  initiated  incidents  during  the  period. 


(5)  There  was  no  change  in  the  techniques  of  processing 
}  information  and  in  producing  finished  intelligence  in  support  of  current 
and  planned  operations.

d.  Weather: 

(1)  Weather  conditions  in  eastern  II  CTZ  were  good  except 
for  a  few  afternoon  and  evening  thunderstorms .  The  moot  significant 
weather  occuiTenee  in  this  region  during  the  reporting  period  was  on 

25  July  when  surface  wind  gusts  to  55  knots  limited  aircraft  operations 
at  Tuy  Ifoa  and  An  Khe.  (This  latter  was  due  to  the  proximity  of 
Typhoon  "Ora"  off  the  northeastern  coast  of  the  Republic  of  Vietnam). 

(2)  In  the  west,  Kontun,  Pleiku,  extreme  northern  Darloc, 
liuang  Due,  and  western  Lam  Dong  Provinces,  the  ceilings  and  visibilities 
were  often  below  operational  limits  due  to  considerable  stratus  clouds, 
light  drizzle,  and  fog*  This  condition  generally  occurred  between 
020C8I  and  HOOil  daily,  followed  by  scattered  afternoon  and  evening 
thunderstorms  and  rainah overs.  The  remainder  of  interior  II  Corps  • 
experienced  partly  cloudy  skies  with  occutional  afternoon  and  ovoning 
thunderstorms  and  rairmowers. 
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(j)  Effects  cn  operations  during  Kay  and  June  were  mainly 
in  the  f err,  of  ineffective  choto  reconnalsoan.-e  and  '.ted  .  operations, 
host  of  the  missions  affected  were  in  the  highland  area-.-.  vest  of  the 
Annam  Fountains.  Before  the  advent  of  u,e  "Shys'pot"  cys teit#  numerous 
tactical  air  support  missions  were  also  ueatnered  out  in  he  same  area. 
There  were  only  five  reported  weather  delays  of  troop  mover:*  ni  during 
May  and  June*  four  of  these  in  the  w©  s tern  highlands  and  ";:e  other  in 
the  central  mountains  near  An  line.  In  July,  the  primary  effect  of 
weather  was  on  troop  movements.  In  the  Paul  Revere  operational  area, 
in  Pleiku  and  Bar  lac -Provinces,  movements  were  car.  .elled  on  three  days 
and  delayed  on  five  days  due  to  weather.  oj;  reverent s  were  also 
delated  or  cancelled  on  three  days  in  operations  -eroy  Clay  in  ii;u  Bor. 
and  Darlac  Provinces  and  Hayes  in  Kontuc  Province.  Almost  all  of  the 
delays  were  for  movements  scheduled  during-  the  early  morning  four's. 


e.  Significant  Enemy  Ac  livitiesj 

(l)  Although  there  wad  -3w«e  concern  early  in  the  period 
that  the  Ccm.unist  forces  would  acoh  launch  a  "Monsoon  Offensive"  in 
the  western  highlands  and  plateau  region,  the  Cormu.ist  forces  initiated 
no  large  scale  operatic!. 3  during  the  period.  Major  encounters  with 
Communist  Main  Force  elements  during  Operations  Austin  VI,  Paul  Revere, 
Crazy  Horse,  Hawthorne,  and  ha than  ale  were  the  direct  result  of 
friendly  efforts  initiated  to  seel:  out  a*.d  to  destroy  the  enenpr.  De¬ 
spite  sharp  reaction  to  initial  encounters,  the  enemy  chose  in  each 
case  to  break  contact  and  to  exfiltrate  the  area  of  encounter  in  small 
groups  under  the  cover  of  darkness  and/or  protective  terrain  and  vegeta¬ 
tion  when  faced  w  .a  certain  destruction  promised  by  overwhelming 
friendly  combat  power.  ’Jiere  was  no  indication,  however,  that  the  enemy 
had  embarked  on  a  program  of  total  avoidance  ns  units  in  the  field 
continued  to  be  subjected  periodically  to  harassing  small  arms,  auto¬ 
matic  weapons  and  mortar  fires  and  probing  actions  by  small  groups. 
Additionally,  it  was  indicated  strongly  that  Operations  hawthorn©  in 
Kent'  .n  i-re vines  end  il^lc  in  Yen  Province  hnd  dlrruptsd 

plans  to  employ  the  newly  infiltrated  24th  and  18th  Regiments  in  attacks 
against  CISC  camps  in  Kontum  and  H.u  Yen  .‘rovincos,  while  Opera  ion 
Austin  VI  In  Quang  Duo  Province  caught  the  tail  of  the  .v,uver.ent  of  the 
14l3t  NVA  Regiment  from  the  II  Corps  Tactical  Bono  deeper  into  the 
III  .Corps  Zone. 

v  \2)  The  net  balsne  ol  enemy  order  of  battle  adjustments 

during  the  period  confirms  that  the  infiltration  of  north  Vietnamese 
Army  units  and  troops  into  and  through  the  II  CSSS  continued  during 
the  period,  leaving  the  total  oneoc'  troop  strength  vit.iin  the  s*ne  at 
the  end  of  the  period,  not  changed  upprooiabl;  from  that  at  the  end  of 
the  previous  quarter*  ‘The  apparent  decrease  in  troop  strength  as  re¬ 
flected  in  paragraph  2c(2)  results  in, cart  from  a  re- evaluation  of 
previously  held  tigu.  ee  rather  than  .in  any  reel  reduction  in  euony 
strength. 

(3)  Sriemy  efforts  to  Maintain,  establish, -and/or  extend 
oontrol  over  the  local  population  through  intimidation  and  coercion 
continued  unabated  and  at  a  persistent  level  during  the  period  at  local 
foroe  elements  and  VC  irregulars  oortim.ed  their  pro, pram  of  torror, 
sabotage,  harassment,  and  interdiction.  Relatively  weak  Vietnamese 
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Regional  and  Popular  Force  unite  and  poeta  continued  to  be  the  principle 
targets  of  these  harassing  and  Halted  objective  attacks. 

f.  Bneay  Capabilities  and  Probable  Courses  of  Aotion*  , Based 
on  the  enemy's  order  of  battle  and  trends  at  the  end  of  the  period, 
the  enemy's  capabilities  and  probable  oourses  of  action  were  viewed  as 
follows  at  the  end  of  the  periodi

(2)  Discussion  and  Analysis! 

(a)  Throughout  the  month  of  July,  attention  was  fo¬ 
cused  an  the  Phu  Yen  ares  exoept  for  the  period  5-11  July  when  the 
center  of  attention  was  focused  «  the  Bri-border  area  of  Phu  Yen, 

Phu  Bon,  and  Darlac  Provinces.  This  shift  was  initiated  bur  the  finding 
of  mortar  equipment,  ammunition,  and  docuasnta,  which  lndioated  the 
preeenee  of  elementa  of  the  56lat  Infiltration  Group.  Thaas  slemsnts, 
believed  to  be  part  of  the  68th  Regt  (Artillery),  were  previously 
identified  in  Kontua  Province  at  the  end  of  Kay  1966,  There  also 
appeared  to  ba  increased  activity  around  the  Ohu  He  Ya  base  area, 
southern  half  of  Phu  Bon  Provinoei  and  on  9  July,  ARPR  foroes  in 
northeastern  Dari  sc  Province  made  oontiot  with  enmy  f  erase,  initially 
idantified  aa  elementa  of  the  91  Local  Feres  Bn  and  the  JOlat  UFA  Bn. 
Operation  Bury  Hay,  which  oonenoed  2  July  and  terminated  90  July, 
moved  westward  from  Phu  Yen  Province  into  that  general  area  without 
eiplfioant  enemy  contact. 

(b)  Toward  the  middle  of  July,  attention  was  enoe 
•pda  dram  toward  Phu  Yen  Province  and  oontime*  to  remain  thars  at 
oloae  of  reporting  period.  Battalion  mLse  sighting*  continue  to  give 
indleatLous  of  the  enemy's  presence  in  the  area,  fits  approaching  riot 
harvest  may  be  the  reason  for  his  preaenoei  however,  the  aneay  continue* 
to  avoid  eoataot  with  US  m d  MJ.  Be  appears  to  be  s joking  an  oppecr- 
tumity  to  renew  operations  aimed  at  repining  control  of  the  Phu  Yen 
area.  Booh  action  would  not  preclude  Bit  initiation  of  now  campaigns 
elsewhere  in  the  II  CBS  am. 

(3)  Relative  Probability  of  Adoption! 

(a)  Avoid  oontaot  with  major  OVR/PWA?  tfeile  continuing 
to  haraaa  vulnerable  units  and  installation*)  overran  isolated 
outpoete  mad  district  towns  whwe  chsnes  of  suooeea  la  grsataat.  In 
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conjunction,  continue  sabot  ge,  torroriu;:-,  and  propaganda. 

(b)  Attack,  in  strength  of  up  to  reinforced  regiment, 
vulnerable  farces  and  installations;  possibly  employing  tactics  of 
laying  siege  to  a  unit  or  installation  i:.  conjunction  with  an  attaint 
to  aiabusl:  possible  relief  forces. 

(c)  Launch  nultiplo  attacks  in  Binh  Dinh,  f’loiku, 

Xontua,  Phu  Yen,  and  Darlac  Provinces  at-  one  or  aura  plac-.s  siaultanecus- 
ly  in  up  to  reinforced  regimental  strength  against  vulnerable  units 

arid  installations  in  an  attempt,  to  cause  GVU/FWiAF  to  be  coixiitted 
piecemeal. 

(d)  VC/i.YA  forces  are  not  expected  to  defend  in 
strength  when  pressed  by  GVIi/rvilAP  except  in  those  instances  where  the 
defensive  action  is  an  integral  part  of  a  greater  tactical  scheme. 

Usually,  they  will  avoid  major  engagements  and  allow  local  forces 

and  guerrillas  to  maintain  contact,  thus  retaining  the  option  of  choosing 
the  time  and  place  for  decisive  ergo  events.

(a)  The  1st  Cav  DLv  (AM)  completed  on  3  May,  the 
reconnaissance  in  force  phase  of  Mosby  II  (Inol  10)  with  the  2d  Bde, 
which  was  conducted  in  the  northeastern  area  of  Kontum  Province.  The 
attention  of  the  division  was  then  immediately  turned  to  the  east, 

in  Binh  Mnh  Province,  where  it  had  conducted  the  highly  successful  42 
day  Operation  Maaher/ttiite  Wing  ending  6  Mar  66,  The  3d  Bde  -after 
having  completed  on  26  April,  a  three  day  show  of  force  operation, 
Operation  Bee  Bee,  was  returned  to  the  Bong  Song  area  to  ocpduct  Opera¬ 
tion  Davy  Crockett  (Inol  11).

(b)  Strikes  Bull  Thistle  2  and  3»  on  13  June  in 
Operation  Hawthorne  were  reported  by  the  1st  Bde,  101st  .;.bn  Div,  to  be 
particularly  effective.  The  1st  Bde  had  encountered  and  successfully 
contained  the  energy  north  of  Dak  To  for  three  days.  Polio  win,"  the 
strike,  the  brigade  exploited  the  area  immediately,  counting  some  37 
KBA  and  estimating  many  more  that  could  not  be  recovered  due  to  the 
dense  jungle  cover  blown  down  by  the  strike.  Several  prisoners  were 
taken  without  resistance  in  a  state  of  shock.  The  commander  of  the 
first  troops  into  the  area  stated,  "many  were  just  walking  around  like 
zombies  still  stunned  by  the  enormity  of  the  bombing  attack."

This  was  the  first  B-52  boob  run  contiolled  by  KSQ/77  system.  The  Stra¬ 
tegic  Air  Comoand  keeps  airoraft  on  alert  at  Cuam  to  provide  a  10  hour 
reaction  foroe  (from  time  of  receipt  of  MACV  request  to  TOT).  'Hie 
Quick  Run  reaction  force  is  nornally  used  only  for  operations  where 
troops  ore  in  contact. 

d.  Amy  Aviation  Operational

Che  platoon  of  the  202d  Avn  Co  re¬ 
mains  at  Pleiku  arid  provides  support  to  D3A  I*  Corps. 

(2)  An  augmentation  of  seven  additional  UH-1D  helicopters 
have  been  assigned  tc  the  117th,  the  129th  and  the  48th  Aviation  Com¬ 
panies  (All).  The  troop  lift  capability  of  each  company  has  been  increased 
by  ;0  percent  as  a  result  of  the  augmentations.  All  10  airmobile  companies 
of  the  17th  Avn  Gp  are  scheduled  to  be  augmented  by  Nov ember  1966. 

(5)  The  first  company  of  CH-47  helicopters,  the  l?9th 
Avn  Co  (AM)  (CJI-47),  assigned  to  the  17th  Avn  Op,  arrived  in  :.7N  on 
26  July  19 66.

an  emergency  request 

for  two  airmo- 

bile  companies  was  received  from  DSA  II  Corps  to  lift  reinforcements 
for  a  22d  AI!VN  idv  search  and  destroy  operation  in  the  vicinity  of 
Phu  Cat  (BR910490).  The  22d  AKVN  Div  force  was  confronted  with  a  VC 
force  estimated  to  be  battalion  size  in  strength.

Tho  C:-47’s  were  used  primarily  for  .T-oveaent  of  supporting 
artillery  arjnunition  into  otherwise  inaccessible  areas,  Eune.  oua  tines 
the  1st  Cav  Div  (/>l)  was  tasked  to  provide  (5.-47  helicopters  to  extract 
downed  aircraft  for  US  Harine  raid  US  Air  Force  units.  On  11  July,  at 
the  request  of  II  FFURCSV,  a  1st  Cav  £:-54  "Flying  Crane"  extracted  an 
aimed  (21-47  helicopcT  that  was  downed  by  enemy  action  about  40  nautical 
miles  south  of  Bien  Hoa.  The  1st  Cav  Div  (AK)  hu3  a  total  of  four  <l:-54*s 
and  they  are  the  only  helicopters  in  K VC.'  capable  of  extracting  a  Cii-47* 

(10)  Air  traffic  control  of  forward  airfields  ir.  joint 
Anay/Air  Force  operations  continued  to  require  detailed  planning  and 
coordination.  The  125th  Air  Traffic  Control  (ATC)  Company  provided 
ground  control  approach  and  air  traffic  control  equipment  and  personnel 
on  request.  Presently  there  are'  three  forward  airfields  being  operated 
by  the  125th  ATC  Company.  Catecka  Airfield  supporting  Operation  Paul 
Revere,  Dak  To  Airfield  supporting  Operation  Hayes  and  T uy  iloa  South 
Airfield  supporting  Operation  John  Paul  Jones.  It  was  necessary  for 
this  headquarte  -s  to  prescribe  procedures  and  firm  responsibilities  for 
the  use  of  forward  airfields  in  I*  CTZ.

(11)  Administrative  requir&v.enta  for  helicopters  continued 
to  detract  from  combat  helilift  capability. 

e.  Psychological  Warfare: 

(1)  General: 

(a)  Psychological  operations  ir.  the  II  CTZ  continued 
to  increase  in  both  3cope  and  coverage. 

(b)  The  scope  of  the  psychological  operations.,  was 
divided  into  those  efforts  used  to  support  the  tactical  operations  and  _ 
those  efforts  used  in  the  various  pacification  program. 

(c)  Every  tactical  unit  in  II  CPS,  both  FVMAF  and  A3VN, 
had  planned  psychological  operations  before,  during  and  following  a 
tactical  mission.  This  support  was  usually  in  the  form  of  leaflet  and 
loudspeaker  missions.  PSYOP  personnel  were  either  organic  or  attached 
to  the  tactical  unit  to  exploit  any  POW's  or  returnees  and  the  immediate 
combat  situation.  The  target  audiences  of  these  tactical  psychological 
operations  weie  the  EVA  from  the  nortli,  the  VC,  local  and  hard  core, 

the  population  which  supported  them  and  the  various  H.  r.ta  r.ard  tribes. 

(d)  In  addition  psychological  campaigns  are  being 
implemented  proceeding  the  arrival  of  new  American  troops  units.  A 
series  of  leaflets  are  currently  being  printed  explaining  to  the  pojw- 
lace  why  the  allies  are  in  Vietnam  and  the  role  the  .American  (that 
specific  unit)  are  playing  in  the  fight  against  the  Viet  Cong.  An

d.  A  semi-fixed  cations  facility  was  installed  during

building  was  constructed  and  currently  houses  the  telephone  central, 
coo.'Buni cations  center,  and  technical  control  facilities.  Fixed  plant 
comnunicaticnj  equipment  to  replace  the  tactical  equipment  now  in  use 
at  this  facility  is  being  programed. 

e.  A  secure  voice  communi cations  system  was  installed  in  May 
in  the  I  FTORCEV  Tactical  Operations  Center.  This  system  provides  secure 
voice  telephone  conmuni  cations  with  i’Q  FACT  and  USARV.

1.  (U)  The  Operational  Report-Lessons  Learned  submitted  by  Head¬ 
quarters  ,  I  Field  Force  Vietnam  for  the  quarterly  period  ending  31  July 
1966  is  forwarded  herewith* 

2.  (U)  Concur  with  the  comments  contained  in  the  basic  report 
and  with  the  preceding  indorsements  as  amplified  below* 

3.  (U)  Reference  Paragraph  6b(3),  Page  36,  Elimination  of  Per¬ 
sonnel  Unfit  for  RVN  Service:  Cited  regulations  provide  for  the  re¬ 
moval  of  personnel  to  other  locations  within  U5ARPAC,  whose  presence 

is  embarrassing  to  the  command.  Frequently,  such  action  is  accompanied 
by  disciplinary  and/or  elimination  actions.  Proceedings  are  generally 
protracted  and  are  impeded  by  communications  difficulties,  and  frequently, 
by  return  to  CONUS  of  eyewitnesses  prior  to  ^satisfactory  disposition  of  the 
case.  Additionally,  the  removal  of  the  offender  frequently  lessens  the 
aggressive  pursuit  of  follow-up  proceedings.  This  headquarters  will  take 
action  to  alleviate  the  problem  within  the  framework  of  existing  regula¬ 
tions. 


4.  (U)  Reference  Paragraph  6b(4),  Page  36,  Late  Receipt  of  Orders 

Transferring  Personnel  to  Hospitals:  Since  the  end  of  the  reporting 
period,  this  headquarters  has  taken  steps  to  prepare  orders  transferring 
patients  expeditiously.  The  establishment  of  a  Transient,  Trainee,  Patient 
and  Student  (TTPS)  Account  within  USARV  is  expected  to  further  improve 
this  situation. 


5.  (U)  Reference  Paragraph  7d  and  e,  Page  42  and  Recommendations, 
Fart  II,  Page  56,  WABTOC  and  TOE  Equipment:  Maximum  effort  is  being  made 
by  CONUS  loading  terminals  to  load  all  unit  equipment  on  the  same  ship  or 
ships.  Operational  circumstances,  however,  frequently  preclude  loading 
all  of  one  unit's  equipment  on  a  single  ship.  Generally,  ships  loaded 
with  unit  equipment,  including  WABTOC  items,  are  given  priority  of  dis¬ 
charge  over  other  shipe  in  RVN  ports.  Pitfalls  in  the  complete  effective¬ 
ness  of  present  policies  are  canted  by  uncontrolled  factors  such  as  a

veloped  and  port  congestion  and  ship  backlog  is  eliminated. 

6.  (C)  Reference  Paragraph  Ig,  Page  49 >  Lack  of  Supporting  Air¬ 
craft  for  Psychological  Warfare:  COMUSMACV  initiated  action  in  August, 

1966  (See  MACV  Message  MACP  D  293636)  to  increase  the  number  of  air¬ 
craft  supporting  PSIOP.  To  date  six  C-47's  and  15  U-lO's  are  operation¬ 
al  in  KVN  with  six  more  C-47'e  and  16  additional  U-10's  programed  for 
June,  196?* 

7.  (U)  Reference  Paragraph  2a,  Page  50,  Shortage  of  PSYOP- 
trained  Personnel  Assigned  to  Tactical  Units:  There  is  a  critical 
shortage  of  PSYOP-t rained  personnel  in  USARV.  Distribution  of  incoming 
PSYOP-trained  personnel  is  controlled  by  this  headquarters. 

6.  (C)  Reference  Paragraph  3a,  Page  51,  Interrogation  of  Cap¬ 

tives  and  Other  Personnel:  COMUSMACV  is  cognizant  of  the  lack  of  Viet¬ 
namese  qualified  interpreters.  Action  initiated  to  mitigate  this  short¬ 
age  is  the  assignment  of  ARVN  MI  Detachments  to  US  units  at  division 
and  sept  ate  brigade  levels. 

9,  (C)  Reference  Paragraph  3b,  Page  51,  Lack  of  Psychological 

Operational  Intelligence:  In  Letter,  Headquarters  MACV,  Subject:  U5MACV 
Psychological  Operations  Posture,  29  July  1966,  COMUSMACV  reiterated  to 
senior  cooauiders  their  responsibilities  in  the  conduct  of  PSYOP. 


10.  (C)  Reference  Paragraph  4*>  Page  51,  Requirement  to  React 
Rapidly  to  the  Tactical  Situation  Dictates  Extensive  Use  of  Available 
Airfields:  Programed  airfield  mat  and  membrane  shipments  due  in- 
country  over  the  next  year  will  permit  expanded  C-130  airfield  repair, 
maintenance,  and  new  construction.  Both  items  remain  in  critical  sup¬ 
ply  at  present  and  are  allocated  by  MACV.  This  headquarters  has  also 
taken  action  to  obtain  MX-19  aluminum  airfield  matting  for  a  total  of 
37  airfields  and  has  requested  deployment  of  two  airborne  engineer  light 
equipment  companies.  Although  this  requirement  was  verified  by  JC5,  de¬ 
ployment  of  these  units  is  not  expected  before  late  1967.  On  10  Septem¬ 
ber  1966,  this  headquarters  also  requested  DA  to  provide  airmobile  engi¬ 
neer  construction  equipment  for  certain  USARV  engineer  units.  &NCUSARPAC 
on  16  September  1966  concurred  with  the  USARV  request  although  no  reply 
from  DA  has  been  received.

11.  (S)  Reference  Paragraph  4b,  Pages  51-52,  Sufficient  Vehicles 
Hare  Not  Been  Available  for  Support  of  Brigade  Size  Operations:  Within 
the  II  ARVN  Corps  tactical  area,  there  are  15  truck  companies  presently 
in-country.  22  truck  companies  have  been  requested  for  location  within 
II  Corps  area  including  the  669th  Transportation  Company  which  is  sche¬ 
duled  to  support  the  1st  Cavalry  Division.  Based  on  the  programmed  de¬ 
ployment,  the  capability  for  motor  movement  is  expected  to  equal  the  re¬ 
quirement  by  the  end  of  Cl  67.  As  for  depot  replacement  stocks,  no  2£ 
ton  trucks  are  due  in  KVN  until  the  3d  Qtr.  FI  67*  The  only  other 
sources  of  2£  ton  trucks  is  the  return  of  repairables  from  Okinawa  which 
is  sporadic. 

12.  (C)  Reference  Paragraph  4c,  Page  52,  Insufficient  Quantities 
of  Adhesive  are  Supplied  with  the  Accessory  Kits  for  T-17  Membrane  Repair: 

a.  The  selection  of  C-130  airfield  aites  with  too  low  a  bearing 
ratio,  a  volume  of  traffic  exceeding  design  specifications,  and  the  short¬ 
age  of  landing  mat  (See  10  above)  over  which  the  T-17  membrane  should  be 
laid  for  extended  operations,  have  resulted  in  a  large  consumption  of  ad¬ 
hesive  cement  for  repair  purposes.  Moreover,  operational  necessity  has 
required  the  use  of  T-17  taxiway  seta  as  runway  seta,  thus  requiring  addi¬ 
tional  adhesive  for  the  increased  number  of  joint  panels.  Another  factor, 
contributing  to  the  shortage,  is  the  issue  of  adhesive  to  III  MAF  unite 
which  was  not  programmed, 

b.  This  headquarters  has  taken  action  to  increase  the  adhesive 
contained  in  each  T-17  runway  set  from  10  gallons  to  15  gallons.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  246  T-17  rehabilitation  kits,  each  containing  20  gallons  of  adhesive, 
have  been  ordered.  Adhesive  is  also  available  in  depot  stocks  (approxima¬ 
tely  1000  gallons  as  of  this  date  and  another  1500  gallons  on  requisition) 
and  is  issued  to  unite  throughout  KVN  upon  request. 

13.  (U)  Reference  Paragraph  5b,  Pages  52—53 »  Identification  of  Sta¬ 
tions  on  Signals  Which  Interfere  With  Radio  Operations  ....: 

a.  Language  barrier  difficulties  will  continue  to  hamper  efforts 
to  resolve  frequency  interference  problmas.  Progress  has  been  made  in  the 
definition  of  frequency  usage  for  both  tactical  FM  and  AM/T&C-24  frequencies, 
however.  On  1  July  1966  a  system  of  block  frequency  allocation  for  tactical 
FM  frequencies  was  initiated  which  gave  the  Free  World  Forces  frequencies 
distinct  from  those  used  by  KVN  Forces.  A  similar  system  for  AN/TRC-24 
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AVHGC-DH  (25  August  1966)  1st  Ini  25N0V^BC

(12-channel  radio  relay)  frequencies  was  effected  during  October  and 
early  November  1966.  As  the  management  of  these  systems  becomes  more 
proficient ,  resolution  of  accidental  interference  incidents  will  be 
possible  through  assignment  records  in  most  cases. 

b.  This  headquarters  agrees  with  the  report  that  FM  broad¬ 
casts  from  out  of  country  stations  are  being  received  in  Vietnam.  The 
onset  of  the  heavy  monsoon  rains  has  resulted  in  an  atmospheric  condition 
which  results  in  an  effect  upon  radio  signals  known  as  "ducting".  In¬ 
vestigation  has  also  revealed  that  using  units  have  been  reporting  inter¬ 
ference  from  friendly  forces  due  to  their  ability  to  monitor  transmissions 
of  distant  stations.  This  has  indicated  a  lack  of  awareness  on  the  part 
of  numerous  operators  that  the  capture  effect  characteristic  of  FM  equip¬ 
ment  will  permit  them  to  over  ride  these  transmissions  and  maintain 
communications  with  local  stations.  Action  is  being  taken  to  promote  more 
awareness  of  this  characteristic  of  FM  equipment  on  the  part  of  commanders, 
staff  officers,  and  radio  operators  in  the  subordinate  commands. 

c.  At  a  recent  conference  called  by  J6/JGS  KVNAF  and  attended 
by  representatives  from  MACV  J6,  USARV  and  II  FFORCEV,  the  pjr  lam  of 
close  coordination  at  the  Corps  level,  pertaining  to  the  use  frequencies 
in  the  50-100  megacycles  range  was  discussed.  It  was  agreed  that  CG  I 
FFORCEV,  CG  II  FFORCEV  and  CG  III  MAF  would  act  as  the  coordinating  activity 
for  all  US  Forces  desiring  to  employ  "A"  band  frequencies  (50-100  mos)  on 
AN/TRC-24  equipment  in  their  respective  Corps  areas.  Recognising  that  the 
AN/TRC-1  equipment  employed  by  AHVN  operate  in  the  70-100  mcs  range,  coor¬ 
dination  with  the  appropriate  ARVN  Corps  Signal  Officer  will  be  accomplished 
prior  to  activation  of  "A"  band  systems  by  US  Forces. 

d.  During  the  above  mentioned  conference  it  was  also  agreed 
that  representatives  of  the  J6/JGS  HVNAF  and  MACV  J6  would  conduct  a  joint 
study  to  better  allocate  "B"  and  "CN  band  AN/TRC-24  frequencies.  This 
should  result  in  a  reduction  of  interference  between  friendly  radio  relay 
systems  and  airborne  UHF  equipment. 

e.  An  Air  Force,  Electromagnetic  Compatibility  Team  has  re¬ 
cently  arrived  in-country.  It  was  placed  under  the  operational  control 
of  the  MACV  Frequency  Coordinator  and  provides  an  in-country  frequency 
policing  capability. 

14*  (U)  Reference  Paragraph  5c,  Pbge  54,  Radio  Voioe  Call  Signe 


a.  This  headquarters  has  previously  recognised  the  effect  that 
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AVHGC-DH  (25  August  1966)  1st  Ind  25  NOV

unauthorised  call  signs  has  had  on  efforts  to  effectively  police  FM  fre¬ 
quencies  in  the  27,0  -  75.95  mes  range, 

b.  Current  call  sign  employment  procedures  permit  the  dropping 
of  one  of  the  two  words  derived  from  A CP-110,  once  initial  contact  is 
established.  The  use  of  one  word  thereafter  should  not  prove  a  significant 
burden  to  personnel  operating  tactical  nets. 

c.  Voice  call  signs  derived  from  the  ACP  110  and  119  series 
frequently  are  groupings  of  unfamiliar  words  and  probably  do  prove  diff¬ 
icult  to  same  radio  operators.  The  advantage  of  haying  secure  call  sign® 
already  prepared  in  tabulated  form  is  considered  to  be  of  such  value  as 

to  outweigh  this  objection.  Also,  the  use  of  these  call,  signs  makes  rapid 
identification  of  a  unit  through  call  sign  assignment  records  possible. 

This  provides  for  more  immediate  response  to  radio  frequency  interference 
problems.  Accordingly,  USAHV  SSI  Item  50-4  is  being  published  which  re¬ 
quires  all  subordinate  cotaoauds  to  derive  their  voice  call  eigne  from  the 
ACP  sources. 

15.  (U)  Reference  Paragraph  5d,  Page  24>  Staple  Power  Input  for 
Transitorised  Electric  Equipment:  It  has  been  recognised  that  a  re¬ 
quirement  exists  for  stable  AC  power  source*  for  use  with  transitorised 
caamuni  cations  equipment.  As  an  example,  the  AC  power  supply  being  pro¬ 
cured  for  use  with  Radio  Set  AM/FRC-25  has  as  a  component  variac  to  com¬ 
pensate  for  voltage  and  frequency  changes  of  the  AC  power  source,

1,  The  division  received  21  EL59!e  and  to  date  has  expended  4  for 
Training  and  10  an  ocabat  support  missicns.  All  muni ti one  were  delivered 
as  EI59  double  clusters  free  the  bomb  rack  of  a  CE-1B  helioop  ter  equipped 
with  an  XK16  arassnt  subways  ten.  All  olustere  were  released  at  an  altitude 
above  the  target  of  1500  feet  using  a  aaaoal  release  system,  where  the 

orev  chief  initiated  the  drop  upon  the  pilot's  command.  All  munitions  func¬ 
tioned  exoept  cue.  All  munitions  were  activated  by  using  2  B6J  timers. 
Modification  as  described  below  was  made  to  ell  of  the  munitions  slnoe  tbs 
munitions  as  delivered  were  designed  far  release  at  a  height  of  JO0  feet, 
an  unacceptable  altitude  far  helicopter  operations  in  the  area  of  opera¬ 
tions.

c.  Ch  071400  April,  the  l/o  lav  oaploytd  two  £159* b  in  a  fir* 
support  nission.  The  target  was  susnectecl  VC  in  foocbolea  along  a  wooded 
creek  line  at  TV  815690.  The  (X>  was  employed  to  dxive  the  VC  into  the  open, 
to  reduce  ground  fire  at  helicopters  and  friendly  positions.  The  duster 
ww  dropped  at  an  altitude  of  1500  foot  with  a  ti»er  setting  of  4  eeoonds. 
The  CS  mission  waa  followed  by  a  2.75''  rocket  fine  miasicc  sad  an  Air  Foroe 
air  stilks.  The  first  cluster  was  off  target  dus  to  a  mistaken  signal  to 
release  the  cluster.  Tho  second  olust  ,*r  was  on  target.  Both  clusters 
detonated  about  100  feet  above  the  ground  with  an  initial  area  coverage  of 
about  150  x  100  motors  before  the  oloud  moved  along  the  ore ok.  Jo  friendly 
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troops  moved  into  the  area  but  tha  small  arcs  firing  did  subside. 

d.  Again  on  11  April  the  l/9  Cav  dropped  two  boohs  cn  enemy 
targets.  This  time  the  targets  were  bunkers  end  foxholes  along  a  creek  at 
YB  846511  and  YB  845312.  Qace  again  the  boohs  were  mechanically  released 
from  the  bomb  racks  of  a  US- 13  at  1500  feet  and  with  a  4  second  timer  set¬ 
ting.

The  2159  was  dropped  150 
meters  north  along  a  wood  line.  3vtn  though  .h®  bomb  was  dropped  a  little 
■  too  far  north  the  coverage  was  excellent  and  the  small  anas  fire  was  sup¬ 
pressed  but  the  enemy  did  not  leave  their  holes.  The  lesson  learned  from 
this  attack  was  that  when  employing  C&,  saw  plausible  chance  must  exist 
for  the  enemy  to  strvive  if  you  desire  to  get  him  free  his  foxholes.  This 
was  the  first  time  the  enemy  did  not  attempt  to  leave  a  CS  mission  set. 
Presumably  because  of  the  intense  ARA  and  TAC  Air  both  before  and  after, 
he  elected  to  etiy  in  his  holes  regardless  of  the  $>,  although  his  firing 
wa b  suppressed. 

f.  On  2?  April  at  coordinate*  A?  815385  two  more  2159*8  were 
used  in  support  of  a  feint  mission  cn  an  LZ  far  the  2/5  Cav.  The  objective 
was  to  drive  the  enemy  into  ambush  sites.

William  C.  Westmoreland,  demanding  general,  CQMJSMaCV. 

General  Larsen,  General  Vin-Loo,  Mr.  Lee  and  Mr.  Habib  all  addressed  the 
throng  of  military  spectators  and  troops  vhioh  gathered  for  the  event  held  at 
force  Victor  One’s  new  headquarters  in  the  eoenlo  hha  Trsng  baaoheide  hotel 
called  Le  Grande  Hotel* 

In  hie  address  to  tbs  aulti-natloa  troops,  G^oeral  Larsen  cited  the  "aloes, 
wan  and  mutually  respected  associations M  the  three  nations  eoperlsnoed 
in  thair  fight  aginst  the  Viet  Gang.  Be  added*  "Mny  these  flags  ayabolise 
that  unified  strength  yet  ahead  of  us  vhioh  will  sss  this  war  through  to  a  Just 
pesos  and  freedom  for  our  friends  in  Vietnam." 

Mr.  Lee  rsomlled  that  the  25th  of  June  1950  lived  vividly  in  the  menozy 
of  all  Koreans  as  tbs  day  the  Oe—iwlsta  triad  to  yield  their  will  upon  an  un¬ 
willing  people.  Be  oited  the  example  of  free  World  response  to  Oosmunist 
aggression  ss  a  principle  vhioh  his  government  continues  to  fellow  in  seals  ting 
the  people  of  Vietnam. 

General  Looh  and  Hr.  Habib  both  praised  the  oonbat  aooomplishmsnts  and 
fighting  spirit  of  the  allied  foroee  in  II  Corps  end  both  leader*  expressed 
confidence  in  their  ability  to  carry  the  fight  into  the  future. 

foroe  One  osme  to  Vietnam  from  fort  Hood,  Texas  in  the  oruoial  days  of 
August  1965  when  the  Viet  Gang  and  Berth  Vietnamese  unite  were  malting  an

If  properly  applied  they  will 
assist  in  making  your  tour  her*  core  rewarding  in  the  knowlrdr**  that  you  have 
done  your  part  in  upholding  the  proper  image  of  an  American  in  the  ey*.a  of 
the  Vietnamese  people. 

Let'*  have  a  brief  look  at  fcha  "Kir*  Hulas"  and  what  they  really  wan, 

1  •  Becaeober  we  are  guests  hare.  We  sake  no  demands  and  teak  no  special 
treatment.  Whan  couing  to  a  fomign  country  many  thing*  are  very  different; 
people,  clothea,  livL~  conditicna,  and  customs  to  nacae  a  few,  Because  their 
way  of  life  is  different  from  viia*  ou  a:.*e  accustomed  to,  you  should  not  take 
the  attitude  that  they  are  backward  or  ignorant.  You  should  act  as  sn  American; 
do  the  things  you  have  been  taught  and  respect  their  ways.  You  are  here  to 
assist  a  country  that  needs  help.  To  accomplish  this  you  must  have  the  support 
and  respect  of  every  Vietnamese. 

2„  Join  with  the  people  -  Underettnt  their  life,  use  phrase  from  their 
language  and  honor  their  customs  end  lawn.  To  mingle  with  the  Vietnamese  is 
both  Important  and  interesting.  Tin  ability  to  be  able  to  communicate  with 
them  can  be  very  helpful  to  you  ami  your  host,  tty  teaching  him  a  few  phrases 
of  English,  and  you  learning  Vietnamese  you  win  be  able  to  understand  each 
other  butter.  Their  customs  will  appear  unusual  to  you  until  you  take  tin*  to 
understand  them, 

3,  Treat  women  with  politeness  and  respact.  A  wo  twin  is  a  woman  whether 
she  be  Vietnamese  or  American.  She  deserves  politeness  and  respect  at  all 
times.  The  color  of  her  skin,  the  difference  of  her  feature*  does  not  alter 
the  fact  that  she  is  a  woven. 


*  t*£ggn*l  friends  among  tha  soldiers  and  cogtaon  people,  The 

Vietnamae  are  our  allies,  theta  soldier*,  stand  beside  us.  Making  friendr 
with  the  soldiers  and  the  people  can  make  your  work  easier  and  your  t>ur  corn 
enjoyable.  Ftore  iaportant  you  oay  fora  an  enduring  aid  meaningful  friendship. 

5.  Always  give  the  7iatiuuaas&  the  right  of  way.  It* a  doubtful  if  you've 
ever  had  to  chart  the  road  with  bicycles,  cycloc,  motor  scooters,  and 
pedsetriano  aa  you  do  in  Vietnam*  Hare  it1*  very  common.  Tha  driving  and 
walking  customs  here  are  different  from  what  you  are  accustomed  to  beck  hone. 

So,  for  safety'*  sake,  be  alert;  don't  rush,  be  observant  so  that  you  can  avoid 
accidents.  Practice  defensive  driving,  it's  a  oust. 

*6.  Be  alert  to  security  end  ready  to  react  witb,  your  Military  skill.  Be 
alert  for  acts  of  terrorism.  The  VC  often  piece  claymore  mines  near  Jri*  stops 
or  other  pieces  where  people  gather.  A  favorite  trick  is  to  set  another  <  In*  to 
go  off  minute*  after  the  first  in  order  to  hit  the  crowd  that  has  gathered. 
Exercise  'uctrcme  caution  if  you  are  near  or  at  e  piece  where  one  of  the  bombs 
go  off. 

Always  use  the  buddy  system.  It's  the  best  practice  while  on  the 
•tresis  after  dark.  Don't  wander  off  by  yourself  down  dark  deserted  streets. 

The  Armv  has  taught  you  bow  to  react.  Remain  calm  and  remember  what 
you've  bean  told. 

7.  Don't  attract  attention  by  loud,  rude,  or  unusual  behavior.  As  a 
representative  of  the  United  States  In  a  foreign  country  you  are  e  symbol  of 
America.  If  you  conduct  yourself  in  e  rowdy,  adolescent  maimer,  and  are 
slovenly  in  appearance,  you  will  ruin  the  good  image  the  Vietnamese  people 
have  of  Americans.

In  •'this  way  bs  hop**  to  destroy  the  trust,  r*sp*c$  eaf  friendship 
thst  built  up  between  naaber*  of  a  squad,  a  platoon,  a  oca^any  or  higher 
units*  2hey  have  played  highly  the  dcesnstrsticas  at  hone  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  give  stress  to  events  that  they  o^n  parlay  into  solid  evidence  cf 
non-support  of  the  hone  front*  He  oazea  not  if  this  line  of  reasoning  be 
totally  untrue*

nam  provide  fuel  for'  the  Ooaeunist  propaganda  fire.  A  drunken  soldier  who 
engages  in  s  verbal  or  physical  assault  on  a  dftstaaaeae  eitlssn  is  surely 
taking  the  Coaeuniat  iaege  of  the  Anexioan  Tapsrialist  soldier  Mrs  believe 
able  to-  some,  taaaabar  the  Kite  Axles.
